- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson indicated that the proposed amendment to claim 45 may 
raise new issues under 35 USC 101 as no specific and substantial utility is associated with the capture molecule(s) that 
are to be bound to the surface to the disc. Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the breadth of the claims encompassing 
any and all manner of molecules that are capable of binding any other molecule, and wherein said binding is with 
virtually any affinity, when the specification comprises a Sequence Listing of 4 oligonucleotide primers. 
The aspect of narrowing the claims to a Markush group of molecules that are recited within the specification was 
discussed. Mr. Altman agreed to provide a Rule 37 CFR 1.132 declaration wherein a showing will be made that the 
molecules identified in the specification, e.g., Tables 2 and 3 of the specification, including their respective sequences 
identified via Genbank Accession Numbers, were known in the art. Mr. Sisson suggested that by narrowing the claims 
to those molecules that are recognized as having a substantially utility might well avoid current rejections. 

Mr. Altman directed attention to US Patent 6,685,885 B2, filed in 2001 discloses and claims similar subject matter while 
the instant application claims benefit under 371 to 24 December 1998. 
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
